THE COUSHATTA MURDERS. 
PROCLAMATION OF GOY. KELLOGG. 

New Onuzgans, La., Sept. 3.—Gov. Kellogg 
has issued a proclamation placing a reward of 
$5,000 a head on all the persons implicated in 
the Coushatta affair, and accompanying his proc- 
lamation by the following stetement:

Having felt % my @uty to issue my proclamation, 
offering a large reward for the arrest and conviction of 
the murderers in the Coushatta outrage, and to the 
end that the lew-abiding citizens of the State may 
fully comprehend the magnitude of the crime cominit- 
ted, and be induced to render more active assistance 
to the officers of the law, I deem it proper to make the

A special to the Picayune from Shreveport, 
Sept. 3, giving additional information of a relia- 
ble character, fuliy confirms Maj.

THE. FOX AND WISCOMSIN RIVERS iMPROVE- 
MENT. 


Cerreapondence of The Chicago Tribyne. 

MoGreeor, Ia., Aug. 31, 1874. 
By an act of Congress of 1787, the navigable 
rivera leading into tac Mississippi and St. Law- 
rence, and the carrying places between the same, 
were declared public highways and forever free. 
These highways, in all subsequent legislation, 
have been guarded and kept open as such tothe 
free use of all. Im 13846, on the admission of 
Wisconsin, a.graat of land was made.by Congress 
to the State for the purpose of improving the 
navigation of the Fox and Wisconsin Rivers, 
In the fall of 1872, the United States purchased 
the improvements for the sum of $145,000. The 
lands granted had been disPosed of in the 
meantime. The Government, on purchase, re- 
ceived credit for the land at the rate of $1.25 
per acre op the land granted. Congresa has 
made the following appropriations: In 1870, 
$100,000 ; in 1873, $300/000 ; and in 1874, $300,- 
009 moro. 

The facis that I am about to present m regard 
to the work, progress, etc., were obtained from 
a gentleman who has made a@ personal examiue- 
tion. In explanation | will give the couzse, of 
theses two rivers: The Wiscousin, having its 
source in the northern part of the State, flows 
southerly, approaching the Fox River. When 
pear the last mentioned river, it turns. abrupily 
sothwesterly, and, running in that course 118 
miles, empties into the Mississippi River 3 miles 
below McGregor. ‘Lhe Fox River has.ita source 
in the southerh part of Wisconsin, flows north- 
westerly until it approaches the Wisconsin River, 
and, running in that course 160 miles, empties 
into Lake Michigan at Green Bay. The improve- 
ment of the Pox from Portage to Green 
Bay will require only the repair of 
the dams and docks no standing, the 
building of five additional! locks, and the Cclean- 
ing out of the champe!. A large force. of men 
are at preseut ep ed upon this work. The 
channel of Wisconsm, from Portagé to its mouth, 
is to be contractéd By the means of wing dams. 
These dams are now iu process of constraction. 
Experiment proves that this manner of fopmung 
and deepening channels, ip rivers of the size of 
the Fox and Wisconsin, is practicable beyond 
doubt. At those peinta where these wing or 
side dams have been constructed, a distance of 
about 40 miles, the channel is, at low water, of 
about 4 feet draught. It is estimated that, bv 
the action of the water in the channel, by an 
other year the lowest places in low water will in, 
crease in depth so that the water will not be less 
than 5feet gt anytime. The Wisconsia River, 
the present season, hag been lower than 
for many years; yet, ‘op account of the wing or 
side dams above referred to, the radts, that have 

assed gan in large numbers this season, have 

ep less Hable to accident than ever before. 

When the work is completed from MeGregor 
to Greeu Bay, the connection between the Mus- 
sissippi and the Lakes, at the reduced length of 
271 miles, will consiet of 6 miles of canals, hav- 
twenty-seven locks, and 265 miles af open river, 
of which latter 147 miles will be as level as the 
Lakes, and 118 miles with a current only one-half 
of the average current of the Mississippi River. 

Zhere can be no doubt of the success of this 
enterprise if the amount appropriated is judi- 
ciously expended ; but there are some complaints 
by smwhabitants along the line of the lack of ecan- 
omy in the application of the funds. 0.

Mr. Chandler’s programme, by which every- 
body is to be re-elected, is being faithfully fol- 
lowed out in Michigan. Four Congressmen from 
that State have been renominated within the 
past two days. 

The Republican Convention in Nebraska 
adopted s currency resolution which, if it is cor- 
rectly reported, is quite as respectable as any 
that has seen the light im the East.

The resolution ofiered by Mr. Derickson in the 
State Board of Equalization, agreeiag to the 
valuation of capital stock at 40 per cent, bas 
been indefinitely postponed. The Board has ap- 
parently learnéd nothing since its organization, 
though there have been some expressions of pub- 
lic opinion and some judicial decisions of late to 
whieh such a body might well attend. 


The feeling of Alexander Stephens’ constit- 
-nents is that he should be allowed to die in har- 
ness, and he was accordingly renominated yes- 
terday, in spite of the very positive declination 
which he had previously made. Mr. Stephens’ 
health is new so broken that it is scarcely pos- 
sible he will survive to take his seat in the Forty- 
fourth Congress.” 

An item marking the progress of trade is the 
purchase in Chicago snd shipment hence, via 
Montreal to Liverpool; of 300 head of cattle. A 
steamer has been fitted up at Montreal with 
stalls and other conveniences, and it is proposed 
to make the trade in beeves between Chicago and 


Liverpool a permanent one. This is a new out- 
let to the already enormous caitie-trade of 


Chicago.

The fate of Judge Poland in Vermont is not 
unlikely to overtake Gen. Garheld Ohio. 
Garfield has received the regular on in 
an immensely strong Republican district—not 
stronger, however, than Poland’s. It is in the 
immensely strong districta, by the way, that s 
bolt is always most dangerous. There was an 
active and uosatisfied minority in the Conven- 
tion that inated Garfield. They bad three 
points against him: 1. That, asa member of 
the Committee of Conference, he reported the 


Oredit-Mobilier business; 8 That he accepted 
$5,000 for making an argument for the DeGolyer 
pavement before Boss Shepherd. The minority 
have not become any better satisfied since the 
Convention adjourned. A special dispatch to 
the Cleveland Herald, dated Willoughby, Sept. 1, 
gaye: 

For some time a rumor has been prevalent that the 
anti-Garfield men of this district propose holding 
bolters’ Convention, and take such action as they can- 
sider advisable in the approaching contest, Their cry 
is ‘‘anything to beat Garfield.” Within a day or two 
the project seems to have taken definite form, and a 
call, said to have the support of at least fifteen hun- 
dred Republicans opposed to the re-election of Gen. 
Garfield, is to be issued for a Convention, to be held ia 
the Olty of Warren, Sept. . 


Gov. Kellogg, of Louisiana, has offered a re- 
ward of $5,000 for the apprehension and convic- 
tion of any person concerned in the Coushatta 
massacre. Appended to his proclamation isa 
statement purporting to give the facts in the 
case. We should be more inclined to believe the 
murdered men wholly innocent if they did not 
seem to be high in the esteem of Gov. Kel- 
logg. He accepts ‘and promulgates the very 
worst construction the circumstances will 
admit, assigning purely political reasons for 
the murder, taking for grauted the treachery of 
the guard which undertook to remove the pris- 
oners from Coushatta to Shreveport, and credit- 
ing the White League of Louisiana with the 
inception of the affair and its deliberate accom- 
plishme nt. Advices from Democratic sources 
deny all these allegations but it is only fair to 
say that they also are not deserving of entire 
confidence. 


President Grant has been advised by his in- 
timate advisers withinthe party that something 
must be done by the National Government to 
restore order in the South, and incidentally re- 
claim the Republican vote in that region.

DEFEAT OF JUDGE POLAND. 

We published, some weeks ago, the history of 
a Vermont member of Congress who was the 
first victim of the old “Sedition law” passed by 
Congress to punish libelg upon the Government 
officers, members of Congress, etc. He was in- 
dicted, convicted, fined, and imprisoned, but the 
liberty-loving people of Vermont rebuked the 
infamous Legislature by re-electing their im- 
prisoned member of Congress, and continued to 
do so until the law was repealed. Judge Polaad 
is the successor of Matthew Lyon, at a great 
distance, and, last winter, permitted himself to 
be used by Butler, Carpenter, and Conkling, to 
report and push through Congress « bill which, 
in its sweeping despotism and menace to the 
free discussion of public acts, far exceeded the 
Sedition law of the time of the elder Adama. 
Mr. Poland represented a district where the op- 
position to the Republican party was numerical- 
ly so small that it could hardly be said to have 
an existence. Poland, two years ago, had 
11,070 majority out of a total vote 
of 16,445. This year be was renominated 
by the regular Convention of his party, 
and the people were adjuredin the usual im- 
pressive manner to vote for him. Several can- 
didates were nominated in opposition, and they 
all published cards declining to run. Neverthe- 
less, the people of that district, without any 
other candidate before them than Poland, voted 
fora number of other gentlemen, and Poland, 
instead of being elected by 11,000 majority, finds 


himself with less votes than a gentleman who 


was not a candidate at all. 

Judge Poland had to answer before his con- 
stituents for several things. 1. He was the 
author of the report on the Credit Mobilier 
which whitewashed everybody. 2. He voted for, 
and took, and never refunded, the back-pay. 3. 
He was the responsibie author of the bill grant- 
ing a local court in the District of Columbia the 
power to issue warrants of arrest of any person 
in any part of the United States, Iiis not sur- 
prising that the people dibregirded the party 
nomination, and despite his eminent ability took 
his case into their own bands and administered 
a stinging rebuke. 

This election shows that the people are keen!y 
alive to the past record of Congress, and that 
party obligations will no longer suflice to elect a 
man whose record is, in itself, objectionable. 
The people will mark every salary-grabber, and 
place such a condemnation upon that robbery as 
will constitute a warning for all futuretime. It 
is refreshing to know that the people of Ver- 
mont have placed their condemnation upon a 
man of Poland’s previous eminence. The notice 
to the others is thereby made al the more con- 
spicuous and alarming. 


SOUTHERN MOBS AND THEIR LESSON. 

The accounts of disturbances in the South are 
startling by their frequency. A number of cases 
of violence bas occurred withim a week or 80. 
About ten days ago the negroes of Pickettsville, 
Gibson County, Tenn., threatened a riot, and 
even the sacking of the town. Sixteen of the 
leaders were lodged in jail at Trenton. On the 
morning of the 26th of last month, masked men 
to the number of about 100 rode up to the jail 
where they were confined, compelled the Sheriff 
to deliver up the keys to them, took six of the 
negroes out, shot four of them, and wounded 
the other two mortally. The other ten the | 
masked men rode off with, and, it is thought, 
killed them. The origin of the whole trouble in 
this case was in a controversy between a white 
man and a negro about the payment of half a 
dollar, at a barbecue held a Picketts- 
ville five weeks before. Since that time 
the feeling between the whites and 
the blacks was anything but friendly. The night 
preceding the threatened riot, as two young men 
were riding along the road $ miles from Pick- 
etteville, they were fired upon by a party of 
some thirty negroes. This raised a suspicion 
that the negroes were organizing with hostile in- 


Twitchell, and Dewees chot on the spot, A little 
further on, Howell, Hoilaud, and Willis were 


shot. 
Lousiana and Tennessee are not the only 


States where there are disturbances. There is 
scarcely a State in the South where there has 
not been more or less trouble of. the same na- 
ture, though, perhaps, nothing recently has hap- 
pened in the other States az atrocious as the Gib- 
son County and the Ooushatta tragedies. That 
such lawlessness should exist, must be lament- 
ed. There is no excuse for it, and scarcely any 
palliation. There is but one course to be pur- 
pured towards all who in any way have par- 
ticipated in these or similar crimes. They 
should be brought to justice; it matters not 
how numerous they are, or what they may claim 
has been the provocation to the deeds of 
blood of which they have been guil- 
ty. And there is but one wmoral ‘to 
ali these atrocitites, and that is: En- 
force the law! There are not wanting those, 
however, who would read a different moral. 
There are those who would, if that were possi- 
bie, resuscitate the Republican party to take care 
of the whites and negroes of the South; forget- 
ful that if there is so much lawlessness at the 
South it is, to a very great extent, the fault of 
the Republican party. The Republican party 
has had the South in its hands for ten years, and 
the result we know. The Southern people, if 
they would hasten the timeof their delivery from 
bad government, will do all in their power to 
discountenance violence. And we are glad to no- 
tice that public opinion South has set its face 
against it. If Jefferson Davis and Gen. 
Forrest may be taken as representatives of 
the feelings of the late Rebels, the outrages 
above described are far from meeting with the 
approbation of the Southern people. At a meet- 
ing held at Memphis to give expression to public 
opinion concerning the outrage in Gibson Coup- 
ty, Davis characterized it es a crime to be pun- 
ished, and to be punished as it deserved. Gen. 
Forrest wept even a little farther, and expressed 
his willingness to hunt the men up who had 
committed the bloody deed. He was as ready to 


| protect the black man as the white. The press 


of the South is unanimous in denouncing the 
acts of these desperadoes. So long as the 
Southern people themselves are determined to 


put an end to the lawlessness from which they 


are suffering, it is well enongh to leave 


them alone. Republican politicians will of course: 


endeavor to make capital out of the troubles of 
the South. They will hold themselves up as the 
party of justice, purity, and truth. The people, 
however, understand all this. If the late mobs 
and violence at the South teach anything con- 
cerning the Republican party, they teach that 
to the carpet-bag policy at the South all the evils 
from which the South suffers, this last one of 
lawlessness not excepted, may be traced. 


RICHARDSON ON THE RAMPAGE. 

Ex-United States Senator William A. Richard- 
son, an “old war-horse,” has jumped out of 
party traces and is cavorting around through 
sundry columns of print, under the impression 
that be is the sole, old, original, undilated, 
simon-pure Democracy of Illinois. His impres- 
sion is so far correct that he is, with Joe Ledlie 
and Gen. Singleton, about all the Bourbon De- 
mocracy of the State. The three have apparent- 
ly learned nothing during the last half-century, 
and have managed to forget all they once knew. 
Mr. Richardson, having existed since a time 
whereof the memory of man runneth not to the 
contrary, is old enough to know that hard-money 
has always been Democratic doctrife. Yet now 
be asserts the contrary, because the repudi- 
ationists have controlled the recent s0o- 
called Democratic Conventions in Kentucky, 
Obio, Indiana, and Missouri. A man who has 
hobnobbed with Jackson, the anthor of the 
“Specie Circular,” and the destroyer of the

THE ELECTION IN IOWA. 

Tne issue in Iowa is clearly drawn. It is for 
or against the Republican party. In that State 
there are hut two tickets, Republican and Opposi- 
tion. On this issue all the the candidates have 
been nominated. In 1872, the Stace of Iowa 
gave over 60,000 Republican majority; in 1873, 
with an unorganized Opposition, it gave bat 
22,565 majority for the Republican State ticket, 
though on the legislative ticket it gave a small 
Opposition majority. The election in that State 
is peculiarily interesting because of the contest 
on Congressmen. The Republicans have sought 
to avoid the force of the popular indignation by 
changing candidates, aid displacing some of 
the objectionable Congressmen. Nevertheless, 
the odor of the party attaches to all the nomi- 
nees. 

In the First District, Grant had over 4,000 ma- 
jority in 1872, and the Opposition had 78 in 
1873. 

-In the Second District, the Republicans had 
8,496 majority in 1872, while in 1873 the Anti- 
Monopol ists had over 1,000 majority. 

In the Third District, the Republican majority 
in 1672 was 1,880, aad in 1873 it was 423, with no 
Opposition ticket io one of the largest counties. 
These three districts are on the Mississippi 
River. 

The Fourth District gave over 11.000 Repub- 
lican majority in 1872, when Mr. Pratt was elect- 
ed t Congress. Relying on the immense ma- 
jority, be has braved public opinion as a salary- 
grabber. A large number of Republican papers 
in his district oppose him, and the party is 
so demoralized that the resalt is regarded doubt- 
ful. 

The Fifth District gave 8,000 Republican ma- 
jority in 1872, and only 2,700 in 1873. 

In the Sixth District, the Republican majority 
in 1872 was 2,900, and in 1873 the Opposition 
had 482. . 

The Seventh District gave Kasson, Republican, 
7,200 majority in 1872, and went Republican by 
only 1,000 in 1878. Kasson is bitterly opposed 
by some Republicans, and the district is doubt- 
ful. 

In the Eighth District, the Republican major- 
ity in 1872 was 5,700, and in the Ninth District 
it was 7,500. In these’ districts the Opposition 


t had little or no organization m 1873, and how

Heretofore Iowa has had an undivided Repub- 
lican representation in Congress, and now the

Michigan furnished the Prohibi- 
tion candidate (John Russel)) for Vice-Presi- 
dent, in 1872, amd gave the ticket 1,271 votes. 
We presume the Prohibitionists here, as in 
other States, intend to make local nominations.

DE. BACON ON MOULTON. 

Dr. Leonard Bacon is one of the strong-head- 
ed and iron-willed descendants of the Puritans. 
His doctrine is that nothing is ever settled in 
this world till ic is settled right,—a doctrine 
which he seems determined to apply to the 
Beecher case and all its belongings. There is 
now evidence enough to warrant the conviction 
that Dr. Bacon has been for a long time resolved 
that there should be an investigation of the 
charges against Beecner. It is too much, perhaps, 
to say that he has at any time believed Beecher 
guilty. But itis perfectly evident that he has 
Delieved it was necessary to have him 
proved either guilty or innocent. Dr. Pattan, in 
his statement to the Brooklyn Committee, says 
that he conferred with Dr. Bacon on the sub- 
ject nearly two years ago, and that they both 
agreed that at some time there must be 
an investigation. If these were Dr. Ba- 
con’s views, we can understand how 
he came to make so severe an attack on Theo- 
dore Tilton—an attack which was sure to goad 
Tilton, in his nervous and irritable condition, to 
say something which would lead to an investi- 
gation.

An Interview with Him-—His In- 
pressions of the Country.

The wonderful stories about the beautiful 
Black Hills country and the valuable gold dig- 
gings which it contains are confirmed by Col.

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THE SAN JUAN SILVER-MINES. 


The Richest Argentiferous District 
in the World. 


Ore Yielding as High as 4,000 Ounces 
of Silver to the Ton, 


Four Thousand Locations Made, but None 
of the Ledes Developed te 
Any Extent. 


A Grand Rush to the Mines Expected 
to Occur Next Year. 


Correspondence of The Chicace Tribune, 
Forxs oF THK Antmas River, Baxer’s Park, 
La Piata Co., Ool,, Aug 12, 1874, 


I have reached the hub of the very latest nov- 
élty in mining excitements, and am very com- 
fortably sheltered ina log-cabm which stands 
within 50 feet of the roaring, foaming, dashing 
Animas River; while all around, towering 2,000 
feet in the air, aregrand old mountains, some 


} with their snow-caps on, and all seamed and fur- 


rowed with mineral lodes and ledges. ‘‘ Timber- 
line” ie very distinctiy defined less than 500 feet 
above, on these mountain -slopes. . 

Baker's Park is situated in southern Colorado, 
between latitude 87:8 and longitute 107:8. It 
embraces @ small portion of the Ute Indian 
Reservation which was ceded to the Government 
by a treaty made a little over one year ago, but 
not ratified by the Senate until April 24 of the 
present year. By this treaty the Goverument 
obtained title to about 9,000 sqnare miles of 
mountains; and nearly in the centre of this 
ceded section lie the 

SAN JUAN SILVER MINES, 
covering an area 10 miles east and west by 25 
north and south, and numbering about 4,000 
well-defined veins of mineral; at least, this 
number of “‘ locations " have been made up to 
date. 

Baker’s Park, as this valley is called, derives 
ite name froma Capt. Baker,—not a military 
man, but a pioneer and gold-hunter,—who came 
here in 1860, at the head of a party numbering 
70 men, prospecting for placer-diggings. It 
would seem that Baker and bis men knew little or 
nothing of mineral-lodes, for their efforts were 
solely directed to finding gold, as the early Cali- 
fornians did, and their labors were poorly re- 
warded. Pits and ditches excavated by this 
party are foand in several places, and quite a 
variety of relics Jeft by Baker and his men were 
discovered in Eureka Gulch last season. Baker's 
party soon quarreied and ‘separated,—Baker, 
with a few men, striking farther south, into New 
Mexico, where he actually discovered rich dig- 
gings on the San Juan River. A. few weeks 
later, the adventurous Captain was killed by ln- 
dians, while undertaking a trip back into this 
valley in search of the main party, a majority of 
whom bad left the country, while a few re- 
mained, sufferiog untoid hardships, and finally 
dying of starvation. 

Following Baker, from year to vear, were emall 
parties of trappers and traders, and occasionally 
a detachment of prospectors ; but they were nut 
allowed to remain in the country. Enough, 
however, was jearned of the mineral resources 
here, by these parties, to lead to the formation 


| of a company of frontiersmen from New Mexico, 


who, in 1870, entered the Park from the south, 
and remainéd during the summer prospecting 
the mounvtaias, and

of gold and silver lodes. Efforts for a treaty of 
cession with the Utes were immediately com- 
menced ; but, without waiting for its consum- 
mation, the aggressive miner came in and went 
to work. The treaty was pot racified until 1874; 
but a quartz-mill was erected on the Little Giant 
gold mine in the winter pf '72-'3, and quite a 
number of “locations” were made and consid- 
erabie work done in "71-"2. The Indians growled 
a good deal because of the white man’s haste to 
occupy their country; but the Utes are not *‘ the 
worst among the bad,” and vented their 
displeasure im harmless complaints. They took 
no scalps from the ers. 

In 1873 three mining districts were organized, 
and white men heid possession of the country. 
About 300 miners came in, and nearly 3,000 
mineral locatious were made ; but there was po 
development worth mentioning, and the outside 
world heard but little of the San Juan mines. 
The present season has witnessed some littie de- 
velopment, and has proven the fact that thexe 
mountaius and guiches contaim very valuaole

than any other portion of the world thus far 
discovered. ‘There are miners here from every 
miniog-camp in the country,—mepn who have 
grown gray in the service, aud who, without ex- 
ception, so far as I have conversed with them, 
pronounce these mines unequaied, both in rich- 
ness and extent, by avy section they have visited. 
[ canpot speak of other mining localities from 
experience. | came bere a ** Tetderfoot,” as the 
miners term a new arrival in the mouniains ; but 
I am convinced that there is no field in the 
United States that can compare with this for 
mineral wealth, aud I believe there will bea 
** grand rush” hither another year, similar to 
that which peopled California in ‘49 and ‘50. 

While 4,000 “ locations” have been made, 
there are but very few of the lodes which have 
been even partially developed. The law requires 
that $100 worth of work shali be performed an- 
pually on each location; which, by the way, is 
1,500 feet in length along the vein. The ma- 

ority of men who discover lodes are far from 
ing rich, and hence they cannot afford to do 
more than perform the amount of labor re- 
quired by iaw, which they have done here 
and will continue to do so uutil capitalists crowd 
in and buy their property.

Ores that will not yield an average of 200 
ounces of silver to the’ton are not even 
in a miner's estimation; and as- 
says of ores from mines that have been 
worked 10 to 20 feet below the surface 
frequently yield from 800 to 1,000 ounces. The 
lodes are so generally rich that prospectors refuse 
to “locate” avein that does not yield silver 
from the surface-rock, and it must run up to #50 
or $100 a ton to entitle the vein toa stake. This 
is a fact. The miner here expects to find nothing 
poorer than argentiferous gray copper when he 
uncovers a vein, and he is seidom disappointed. 

I have had access to Prof. M. H. Van°Gieson’s 
assaying-olfice for a number of weeks, and have 
witnessed the 0o tion of scorifying and 
cupelling as he skillfully performs it, and am 
thereby pre with a few figures proving the 
nchness of the San Juan ores.

LAW OF TAX-TITLES. 

The provisions of this enactment appear to be 
framed with cruél ingenuity. Theix network of 
penalties and compound interests, closing around 
the delinquent, works in many cases a really re- 
fined oppression, and is always a standing bid 
for the exercise of the lower instincts of our 
greedy nature. In most instances, perhaps, it 
rights the wrongs to Government by bringing 
back to it the back taxes, though it does not 
always do this; but it breeds usurers 
of the worst type, and not unfrequeniy opens 
the way for perpetration of fraud on both itself 
and the delinquent. The penalty affixed by this 
law is out of all proportion to the “crime” it is 
intended to expiate. It is outrageously excess- 
ive. The ostensible object of this law is de 
serving of no reprobation, but the law itself is 
harsh and is put undera ban. It is confessedly 
one of the worst of our clumsy epactmenta, be- 
side which any of the so-called “ Blue Laws” of 
Connecticut are white, 

4 movement is on foot in this city looking 
toward tke amelioration of this great wrong. 
A formidable petition will probably go up from 
this city to our next Legislature, that this dis- 
grace may be wiped from our statute-books ; 
and I bope, through the voice of Taz Txisuns, 
to cail out a strong expression on the subject in 
other parts of the State. That any freeholder in 
Iowa is liable to be dispossessed of his property 
because he may have neglected to pay the taxes 
upon it for three years; or, if he be not dis 
possessed of it, made to pay 30 per cent interest, 
anda penalty of 20 per cent on that, is, to say 
the least, a very unpleasant facet to contemplate 
—except to the tax-title-purchaser. 

I might enumerate many cases in this city 


| where the fangs of this dread monater have 


struck to the vevy vitals of honest, hard-work- 
ing families. I could show how, under this tax- 
title law, tax-title-buyers have bid in property in 
the county, and afterward received exorbitant 
rates of ivterest on delinquent taxes which they 
never paid one cent for. They biditin; is was 
charged to them, and that was the last they had 
to do with it until the real owner, a year 
or two afterward, redeemed it, and then they 
got their “regular” percent. A citizen here, 
holding official position, holds also, or bas beld, 
tax-certificates to very large tracts of land in 
Butler County.

interest, he has surrendered the certificates held. 
This, however, 1s one of the exceptional cases, 
where the man could not possibly come down to 
the low level of this law,—could not be as hard 
ae the law allows. 
BEAVY SUIT AGAINST THE CITY. 

Dubuque was just 
cial ve she 
in several heavy suits, 
striking out to the north, 
west, on new lnes of railway; she was mac- 
adamizing her streets, im her water- 
front, building up marble-fronts and new manu- 
factures; was just going ahead booming, when 
up there stalks, in bis musty tunic, the ghost of 
a buried enterprise, claiming to have fared badly 
from the city when it was in the flesh, and de- 
manding $550,000 to reimburse. losses to iteelf 
on account of the city’s alleged breach of con- 
tract. The story isa long one. ang the 
look formidable; but the city is not 
seared, and a brief outline of 
sides will possibly help to check any 
sudden depreciation of local securities. The 
city’s assessment foots up $18,000,000 this year, 
as against $10,500,000 the year previous; but 
still she would not like her other creditors to 
think she was really bound to her Central Isiand 
Improvemeut Company by bonds of 550,000 
weight. The Central Improvement Company's 
suit is virtually to force the city to some settle- 
ment. One condition of settlement required by 
the Company's, thatthe city shall assume the 
payment of all the outstanding Central Improve- 
ment bonds. These are bonds which were issued 
by the Company when this Central Isiand prop- 
erty was considered of great value. It was in 
tbe gushing days prior to the great crash of °57. 
In that crash, Central Island, the Company, and 
the city, went down together flat, below low- 
water mark. The city could not meet its 
paper, the Company could not redeem - its 
pledges, and Cen Island lay be- 
tween the two, d as a herring. The 
bonds, unfortunately, did not die. They were 
the only things got up m those days that had 
vitality enough to go through that financial 
stress, and they suffered quite severe paralysis ;: 
but thev remain in large pumbers to plague all 
partiesnow.
